That said town was unable to pay its county taxes on the 
dates when due owing to the fact that it was unable to collect 
the taxes due it from the Groveton Paper Company, Inc., its 
largest taxpayer.

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as of July 8, 1941 the sum of $10,184.38 in interest according 
to Ch. 42 of the 1939 Session laws, in addition to said prin- 
cipal. 


The said Groveton Paper Company, Inc., sold its property 
in Northumberland on August 15, 1940 to the present Grove- 
ton Papers Company. At the time of the transfer the Grove- 
ton Paper Company, Inc., owed the town of Northumberland 
taxes as follows:

That the Groveton Papers Company’s 1940 tax to the town 
amounted to $42,820.00, and that said new company has paid 
the town the sum of $53,500 since August 15, 1940, thereby 
leaving a present balance due of $80,790, exclusive of interest. 


That said town of Northumberland issued emergency bonds 
last month in the sum of $65,000 for the express purpose of 
paying the proceeds on its county taxes, which bonds were 
guaranteed by the State of New Hampshire.

I herewith present the annual reports of the various depart- 
ments of Coos County for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1941. 


Since my term of office began in August, it may be well to 
point out that the amount expended for Relief during my five 
months as Fiscal Agent totalled $10,550.61 per month as against 
an expenditure of $13,560.89 per month for the preceding seven 
months showing a cut in expenditure of $3,010.28 per month. 
The total expenditure for all departments from August to the 
end of December was $79,573.31 as against $133,721.05 for the 
first seven months of the year showing a cut of $38,188.34 per 
month. (See added special relief summary.) 


Unpaid taxes for the year 1940 amounted to $72,141.79. 
This year’s report shows unpaid taxes of less than $60.00. The 
prompt payment of the County taxes has thus relieved us of 
seeking short term loans which are usually secured when a bal- 
ance of unpaid taxes shows. 


By the practice of strict economy, plus the fine cooperation 
of the County Selectmen and the County Delegation, a substan- 
tial saving of the taxpayers’ money has been made possible, and 
I should like to express my thanks for the aid of these associ- 
ates without which such a commendable and needed saving could 
never have been accomplished.

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Superintendent’s Report 





To the Coos County Fiscal Agent, Commissioners and Tax- 
payers: | 


Following is the annual report of the Coos County Institu- 
tion for the year ending December 31, 1941. 


The net operating expense and per capita cost is much low- 
er for this year than any previous year since the new Almshouse 
was erected in 1932. 


Repairs for the year, while not being of major proportions, 
have entailed considerable expense. A retaining wall for the 
road leading to the cow barn had to be relaid, requiring the 
services of a stone mason. This, with a new floor for the saw- 
dust pit in the barn, and a new underpinning for the brooder 
house, were laid with cement and are of a permanent nature. 
The vacuum pumps in the boiler room have given a great deal 
of trouble and we finally had a service man come from the fac- 
tory who completely overhauled these pumps and checked the 
entire heating system. Considerable painting and repairing has 
been done for the general upkeep of the buildings. 


We were honored with a call from His Excellency, Gov- 
ernor Robert O. Blood, of Concord, who made a brief inspection 
of the institution. 


In May the Coos County Delegation held a meeting in our 
Chapel. A lunch was served and the members inspected parts 
of the institution which interested them most. In the early 
fall we entertained the City Council and officers of Berlin. Most 
members had never visited here before and many expressed 
surprise that the inmates were so comfortable and well cared 
for. 


Old friends have manifested continued interest and new ones 
have been added to our list of contributors. Special acknowl- 
edgment is given to the North Country W. C. T. U., Girl Scouts, 
Jax Theater, and Mohawk Ice Cream Co., who have given free- 
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ly to further the happiness and help make this a pleasant year 
for the inmates. Also Rev. Harry Upton of Berlin for his suc- 
cess in procuring moving pictures. Rev. H. H. Albee and Rev. 
Rodolphe Drapeau have taken a great deal of interest in the 
spiritual welfare of all inmates and patients. 


In concluding this report we wish to thank the Fiscal 
Agent, employees, doctors and all who have so freely cooperated 
with us to make this a successful year.
